In Bryn Mawr Dec, 14 

John A. Crossan, 17, of Penn 
Ave., Bryn Mawr, was sentenced 
to an indefinite term in the Penn- 
sylvania Industrial School at 
White Hill last Thursday, after he 
pleaded guilty to an involuntary- 
manslaughter charge.

Of Motor Hazards 

Police Supt. Suggests 
.Caution in Winter Driving 

"You can beg, you can warn and 
you can threaten, but there are 
still a few motorists who fail to 
fully realize the added driving haz- 
ards caused by snow, ice and poo: 
visibility."
